I Vt: hours. 
As the chief executive banged 
out a 200-yard drive from the first 
tee of the Glen Arven 
Country 
Club course, he said with feeling, 
“I’ve been looking forward 
to 
this.” 
The President was so anxious to 
resume regular golf, that he went 
out in damp. misty weather. 
Since his illness, the President 
has been limited pretty much to 
practicing pitch and putt shots 
with short iron clubs. Today was 
the first time he has driven with 
wood clubs since he left the hospi­ 
tal in Denver. 
The President as he played the 
first hole was not putting his toll 
power into his shots. His doctor, 
Maj. Gen. Howard McC. Snyder, 
who followed Mr. Eisenhower’s 
foursome, said the chief executive 
should not attempt to turn on full 
power today, nor should he at­ 
tempt more than nine holes.
